FORECASTING   THE  WEATHER. 

Men  have,  from  a  very  early  period,  studied  the  weather,  on  aaoil 
great  influence  on  their  pursuits,  irt  order  if  possible  to  predict  itsi 
prevent  those  losses  to  the  Farmer  and  the  Sailor  which  result  Irotj 
storms.  < 

The  earlier  students  based  their  i)redictions  on  the  phases  of  tlieD 
an  examination  of  the  Greenwich  observations  for  more  than  lialfi 
has  shown  that  this  theory  is  entirely  unfounded.  Weather  \m^ 
Moore,  Zadkiel  and  Vennor  claim  in  their  Almanacs  to  be  able  tn 
weather  day  by  day  for  a  whole  year ;  but  meteorological  science  in  t 
Isles,  and  the  Signal  Service  of  the  United  States,  with  the  Weat 
of  the  Dominion,  does  not  claim  to  forecast,  with  any  certainty,  i 
for  more  than  three  or  four  days  at  the  most. 

If  an  observer  could  obtain,  at  regular  and  repeated  intervals,  realj 
Barometer  at  stations  distributed  over  a  large  area,  he  wonld  be 
trace  the  march  of  the  storm,  for  it  has  been  found  that  the  wind  alij 
towards  the  place  of  the  lowest  barometer  reading ;  and  .so,  Ijy  ma 
telegraph,  he  may  warn  those  places  the  storm  is  approaching.  StilJ 
are  often  made,  and  the  forecasts  are  not  always  infallible,  so  tliat|

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IMPORTANT  TO  FARMERS. 


The  Beet-Sugrar  Industry. 

The  following  valuable  Article  is  taken  from  a  Connecticut  Almanac,  mid  astheolia- 
that  State  does  not  vary  much  from  our  own,  it  is  hoped  that  our  Fiirnien  Til 
themselves  of  its  information. 

When  it  was  ascertained  that  we  were  producing  only  about  one-si: 
lK)S8ibly  a  fifth  of  the  amount  of  Sugar  required  for  home  consumptioi 
that  we  were  importing  something  like  six  hundred  thousand  tons  and  i 
year  to  supply  our  own  wants,  the  question  naturally  came  up,  Whv 
do  something  to  meet  this  demand,  and  thus  free  ourselves  from  a  depen 
upon  importations  ?    If  the  Sugar-cane,  the  Sugar-maple,  and  Sorghuaj 
yield  us  only  one-sixth  part  of  what  we  consume  to  sweeten  existence,  i«r 
not  some  other  source  of  supply? 

It  was  found  on  inquiry  that  Europe,  with  climatic  conditions  not  l 
our  own,  produced  from  seven  to  eight  nundred  thousand  tons  of  iSug»r« 
year,  or  about  one  half  the  amount  required  for  consumption  there,  fwi 
Suear-beet,  and  it  was  the  most  natural  thing  in  the  world  to  a.sk  why  wed 
not  do  the  same.  It  was  found,  also,  that  the  establishment  of  tliifl  m 
there  had  stimulated  the  rapid  introduction  of  sound  principles  iDtolj 
practice,  and  had  exerted  a  vast  influence  in  developing  the  agricultt 
every  country  where  it  had  l)eon  introduced,  so  that  improved  fannnu 
ment  was  the  result  of  successful  attempts  to  rmild  up  the  niamifacture. 
then  could  we  not  repeat  the  results  which  had  proved  so  important  in  f 
and  thus  build  up  a  new  commercial  industry,  and  at  the  same  tioKi 
new  life  into  American  agriculture. 

It  is  well  known  that  we  could  raise  the  Sugar-beet  in  nioHt  ofonri 
latitudes,  and  many  farmers  had  been  in  the  habit  of  ralHlnf;  it  for  ia

The  Cultivation  of  Turnips,  Mangrolds,  etc. 

The  following  Letter  has  l)een  kindly  furnished  by  an  eminent  practical  Farmer  of] 
ter  Township.  It  has  been  read  in  a  Nova  Scotia  grange  and  elsewhere,  and  hai 
very  useful.    The  information  given  is  entirely  reliable. 

It  is  essentially  requisite  to  have  the  land  dry.    If  wet  and  sprinKv  J 
crop  will  never  thrive  to  any  advantage  to  the  grower  in  a  pecuniary  poif 
view.     If  the  ground  is  suitable,  plough  well  in  the  Fall,  say  six  incbSl 
80  that  the  furrows  will  be  well  laid  up  to  give  the  winter  frost  a  good  (4 
to  mellow  the  soil.    In  the  Spring,  cross  plough  and  harrow  well  m  as  tol 
all  lumps  of  earth  and  to  form  a  good  seed  bed :  this  is  very  enseniial. 
will  give  the  plants  a  good  chance  to  feed  their  roots  into  the  soil.  Tliisi 
great  secret  of  the  market  gardeners,  and  shows  how  they  are  ho  success] 
raising  large  crops. 

When  your  land  is  in  good  order,  raise  your  drills  30  inches  i  _.. 
care  to  have  them  straight.  This  will  give  the  horse-hoe  no  trouble  inl 
fling  the  turnips.  When  the  drills  are  raised  put  in  from  15  to  20 1 
horse  loads  of  barn  manure  to  the  acre  in  the  drills.  It  would  pay  voui 
chase  300  lbs.  phosphate  of  reliable  quality,  or  500  lbs.  bone  dust.  Put« 
of  the  above  in  addition  to  the  manure.  Put  this  on  the  top  of  the  naod 
the  drill  before  you  close  them  in.  This  will  bring  the  phosphate  or  bom 
near  the  surface,  and  will  commence  to  feed  the  plants  at  once  and 
out  of  the  reach  of  the  fly.  It  will  also  drive  the  young  plants  down  to  i 
nure.  When  the  drills  are  formed  sow  from  4  to  5  lbs.  of  seed  to  the  acwi 
1  inch  deep.  Press  the  earth  well  on  the  see<i  to  make  a  firm  seed-bed, 
5  lbs.  of  seed  is  ten-fold  more  than  would  be  required  for  growing,  bull, 
ting  plenty  of  seed  you  give  the  flies  something  to  eat  and  will  leave  pla 
grow.  My  experience  is  that  young  plants  will  grow  better  for  the  firsta 
by  being  thickly  sown.  Thin  out  your  plants  before  they  get  too  larg«l 
good  season  they  will  be  ready  to  thin  in  about  three  or  four  weeks  fra 
time  of  sowing.  Some  have  an  idea  that  seed  must  be  sown  at  a  certain  i 
of  the  moon  ;  never  mind  the  moon  or  the  man  in  the  moon.  When  yourj 
is  ready — say  from  the  10th  to  the  20th  of  June  is  a  good  time— thin  oui 
plants  about  twelve  inches  apart ;  keep  your  horse-hoe  going  between  thtj 
even  if  you  should  not  be  troubled  with  weeds.  By  conutantly  gtirriJ 
soil  the  crop  is  beneflted,  but  by  all  means  keep  down  the  weedu.  Letj 
crop  have  tlie  full  benefit  of  the  soil ;  do  not  let  the  weeds  haveashartj 
may  seem  to  be  very  laborious,  but  if  you  want  a  good  profitable  crop  yor 
have  to  work  for  it.
